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ful Indian populations of 
any coixntry In th,e Western 
Hemisphere. The country 
has many dishes in' common 
with Mexico, although Gua¬ 
temala uses fewer spices 
and seasonings. Bean dishes 
are favorites. The .natives 
celebrate All Satnts’ Day 
with a special meat dish 
called Fiambre Todos San¬ 
tas. This dish is started four 
or five days before it is 
served and is as much a 
part of the holiday as tur¬ 
key is of our Thanksgiving. 
This dish ccxnsists of cooked 
peas, carrots, cauliflower, 
.small whits onions, .string 
beans, and potatoes mari¬ 
nated in vinegar for several 
days. The day before .serv¬ 
ing this dish sliced corned 
beef, tongu, sausages, Span- 
i.sh style sausages, sugar 
and vinegar are added to 
the vegetables. This mixture 
is served on a large platter 
surrounded by lettuce leaves, 
slices of cold chicke.n, sala¬ 
mi, sardines, hard-cooked 
eggs, cream cheese, pimen¬ 
tos, gherkins, ripe olives 
and capers. Parmesan cheese 
is -sprinkled over the entire 
platter. 

Coffeo (half coffee and 
half milk) and hot chocolate 
are the .national beverages. 

Meal hours follow our 
customary pattern, except 
that lun'ch Is a more sub¬ 
stantial meal. An .unusual 
Guatamalan custom is that 
of stacking all the .dishes 
to be u.sed for a meal in 
front of each person. On tlie 
top is the .soup plate. 

Beer is good, wine is im¬ 
ported, but the .natives pre¬ 
fer their ow.n rum which is 
coarse and crude. 

Honduras, gastronomical- 
ly, .strongly resemble,s Mexi¬ 
co, hut with American and 
European variations. Mo.st of 
the food is based on the 
Mexican staple dishes: 
beans, rice, tortillas, and ta¬ 
males. 

Hondurans eat three 
meals a day in the u,sual 
pattern. In the agricultural 
section of (he country the 
food is very simple anid' the 
diet quite limited. 

El Salvador serves its 
big meal at midday and 
often consists of endless 
courses. Chicha the national 


strong drink is very popular 
with all classes of people. It 
is served straight, mixed in¬ 
to cocktails, and even used 
in cookery. This drink re¬ 
sembles hard- cider. 

The people are fond of 
eating at odd times and 
have many between-meal 
snacks. They produce a wine 
called nancito which is 
made from a native fruit, 
nance and is generally .un¬ 
available outside of El Sal¬ 
vador. 

The largest of the Central 
America Republics is Nica- 
rag^ia. Generally the cuisine 
is very similar to its .neigh¬ 
bors. Tripe soup is a groat 
favorite which include.s 
green pepper, cubed squash, 
ears of corn cut into one 
inch pieces, .sweet and white 
potatoes cut into cubes, 
coar.sely sli redded cabbage, 
and rice. All this is seasoned 
with vinegar, garlic. onio.ns, 
.salt and pepper. “Heavenly 
Bananas” is a very rich and 
sweet dessert made of 
lengthwi.so .sliced bananas 
browned in butter over high 
heat. Half the ba,na.na slices 
are placed on the bottom of 
a buttered pie plate and 
covered with cream cheese 
mixed with sugar and ci.n- 
.namon until very smooth. 
The remaind'ing bana,nas are 
placed on top and again 
covered with the cream 
chee.se mixture. Cream is 
poured over the top and 
■baked until almost all the 
cream is absorbed. This dish 
is served hot with whiijped 
cream. 

The nation has a large 
corn- crop and .uses Mexican- 
style corn dishes. The local 
tamales are called nacata- 
.nales, a chicke.n-and-pork- 
filled variety. 

Nicaragua has -several 
good soft drinks such as 
champola, made from g.uan- 
abana, a tropical fruit, and 
tiste, which is made of roa.st 
dried corn, pulverized cocoa, 
cold water, sugar and crack¬ 
ed ice. Beer is made locally 
and also a crude type of 
brandy. 

Costa Rica Ls a beautiful 
country filled with flowers 
and growing things. The 
people are relaxed and en¬ 
joy eati-ng. A great favorite 
i.n Costa R'ca is green corn

Under A Fictitious Nome? 

If So You Must 
Re-Register It Now! 

See News Article Below 


New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name, Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing, Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

My Dear Mr. Preside,nt. 

I have recently lauriched 
a state-wide campaign to 
.secure signatures on peti¬ 
tions which, hopefully, will 
place a constit u t i o ,n a 1 
amendment on the ballot re¬ 
ducing legislative pay raise.s 
in the amount of 257r and 
restoring the right to the 
people of this state to vote 
on .salary increa.ses of elect¬ 
ed officials. The support for 
this initiative ha.s been tre¬ 
mendous, indicating that 
the people want leadership 
in restoring fiscal respon¬ 
sibility. 

I have, today, written to 
the professional educators 
on California’,s campuses of 
higher learning. They will 
not be receiving a .salary In¬ 
crease this year, and l did 
'V)t vote for an incroa.se. I 
have asked these men and 
women to help me in my ef¬ 
forts to place this meas,ure 
on the ballot. How could I 
a.sk for their assistance? Be¬ 
cause I am setting an ex¬ 
ample. Because I' am not 
taking the recent increase i.n 
tax - free living allowance 
given California legislators. 
Because I am trying to hold 
the lino in my own back¬ 
yard with a salary cut. 

Mr. President, as the Chief 
Executive, you had every 
right, and .necessity dictated 
your action to impose wage 
and price freezes.

A New Tax Planned 


For those who do not follow tax bills in the legis- T'no 
lature, you should know that a bill is ponding to put 
a $3.75 per one hundred dollars of assessed value on 
every piece of property in the state. 

This bill would add $225 a year new tax on every 
$24,000 property, and this to be on top of the other county, 
city and schooi raises scheduled for this year, and also tis 
on top of the market value raises this coming year. 

If this bill goes through most of the property in 
California will be taxed at least $17.00 per hundred, per 
year. This would be $1,120 tax on every $24,000 property. 

Assemblyman Joe Gonsalves has predicted that un¬ 
less the property owners do something about it, and 
prevent those enormous raises, the property tax will go by the se.nator from iNebi^^ 
up to $22 per hundred, per year and the tax on a $24,000 ka.”

Anyone should be able to see that such a property 
tax rate would wipe out all but a very few owners of 
business property and home owners. Rents would sky¬ 
rocket. 

Governor Reagan has said many times that the prop¬ 
erty owner must act to save himself because the legis- tee. 
lature will not do it. Jesse Unruh, as a candidate for 
Governor made it clear property taxes must be con¬ 
trolled. 

Senator Cranston said on May 15, 1967, property 
taxes can drive you right out of your home or business. 

Professor Gerhard Rostvold in his book Financing 
California Government, wrote unless we restructure the 
California tax system and control property taxes we 
will destroy the economic base of our state. 

The people have the opportunity right now to cor¬ 
rect the property tax inequity and enact a constitutional 
amendment to limit the property tax to 1 per cent of 
market value.

If justice is to be the ideal of man, then its refine¬ 
ment must never cease. As we know, pure justice, even 
if definable, is not always achieved. However, this is 
not to say that free people should be content to settle 
for impure justice. Perfection must continue to bo our 
goal. In this regard, it is well to remember the words 
of Patrick Devlin, former Justice of the High Court of 
England, “When a criminal goes free, it is as much a 
failure of abstract justice as when an innocent man is 
convicted.” 

As the development of our legal system shows, mean¬ 
ingful judicial concepts frequently originate from dis¬

Recently, Mr. Chief Justice Burger, 
in Bivens v. Six Unknown Named Agents of Federal 
Bureau of Narcotics, raised some highly significant points, 
particuarly for law enforcement officers, regarding the 
Suppression Doctrine or the Exclusionary Rule. He noted 
that the laile is based on a theory that suppression of 
evidence obtained in violation of the Fourth Amendment 
is imperative to deter law enforcement authorities from 
using improper methods to obtain evidence. In exploring 
some of the far-reaching consequences of the rule, the

Actually, natural background 
radiation is everywhere and always 
has been.

The San Onofre Nuclear Plant near 
San Clemente is a source of some 
radiation, too. The question is, 
how much? 

The answer: so little that an 
elaborate monitoring program of the 
land, air and offshore waters near 
San Onofre has established that the 
amount is insignificant compared 
with natural background radiation. 
Far less, for example, than the 
additional amount received by 
moving from a wood to a stone or 
concrete home or apartment house. 

People may also wonder what would 
happen to a nuclear power plant if 
there were a severe earthquake. The 
fact is, the design provisions for 
nuclear power plants against 
earthquakes far exceed those 
required by standard building codes. 


The San Onofre plant, for instance, 
was located in an area away from 
major known faults and constructed 
to withstand the most severe 
earthquake shaking considered 
possible at this site. Besides, the 
nuclear reactor can be shut down 
immediately in an emergency. 

Another concern may be the warm 
■water released by nuclear power 
jflants. At San Onofre, sea water is 
used to cool the plant condensers 
and then the warmed water is 
returned to the sea. Based on these and other facts, we

merit is that the doctrine is both “conceptually sterile” 
and "practically ineffective” as far as its stated objective 
is concerned. In spite of the good intentions of the theory, 
he reasons, the results of the rule’s application do not 
justify “. . . the high price it extracts from society — 
the release of countless guilty eriminals.” 

Concerning the majority opinion in this case, the 
Chief Justice noted that “. . . . the holding serves the 
useful purpose of exposing the fundamental weaknesses 
of the Suppression Doctrine. Suppressing unchallenged 
truth has set guilty criminals free but demonstrably has 
neither deterred deliberate violations of the Fourth 
Amendment nor deceased those errors in judgment which 
will inevitably occur given the pressures inherent in police 
work having to do with serious crimes.” 

The Chief Justice points out that the rule makes no 
allowance for the severity of the violation. It excludes 
equally evidence obtained by deliberate, malevolent con¬ 
duct as well as that attributable to honest errors in judg¬ 
ment by the officer. 

“Instead of continuing to enforce the Suppression 
Doctrine, inflexibly, rigidly, and mechanically ,” Chief 
Justice Burger added, “we should view it as one of the
